The inefficiency of the Railways and the traffic congestion caused in our Cities 
has led to a major transport revolution in South Africa.

N ational Catastrophic sent a team “On Assignment” to 
the “New South Africa”. They returned in high spirits, 
overjoyed with what they saw. Instead of Mazdas chasing 
Mercedes, BMW’s following bicycles, or Golfs racing traffic 
lights, our team was greeted by a far more soothing sight: 
MINIBUSES, Minibuses, and more minibuses. 

What a pleasure to no longer be judged by the car you 
drive. Instead of battling for social status you can just bump 
your way round town in your minibus. A great feeling of 
’esprit de corps' is derived from driving a minibus and being 
one of the gang. These feelings of cameraderie can run 
quite high and those who choose to stick with their own 
cars can feel quite out of it. In fact, very out of it. 



This unfortunate driver paid the price for daring to be 
different. (No, this is not Prince Andrew back from a 
_ stag party). _ 
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As you get into the whole minibus scene you will find the 
list of advantages simply grows and grows. Things that you 
previously thought were necessary soon become super¬ 
fluous. Indicating to change lanes, waiting for a gap in 
traffic before barging in, stopping for red robots, throwing 
litter in a bin and not out the window, pulling over to collect 
passengers, limiting the number of passengers to 15-all 
these and many more elements of road ettiquette become 
unnecessary when you drive a minibus. In fact, they can 
be replaced by efficient and regular use of your hooter. 

That is not all. Parking altogether ceases to be a problem. 
That’s right-no more tight spaces to get out of, no more 
meters to fill , and no more stupid parking fines. With a 
minibus you can merely ease into any (seriously any) 
available space.

THE PRISTINE ATMOSPHERE OF THE “NEW SOUTH AFRICA” STILL RETAINS 
THAT AWESOME BEAUTY AND SPECIAL AURA. 


O ur team of curious and 
intrepid reporters visited 
the urban sprawls of the 
“New South Africa”, expect¬ 
ing to see...well, they weren’t 
quite sure what they were ex¬ 
pecting to see, but they were 
surprised by it anyway. Quite 
simply, the atmosphere has taken on totally new dimen¬ 
sions, managing in a most profound manner to tickle and 
tingle all the senses. Strange sensations,yet most grat¬ 
ifying.

Just how the University took over Cape Town is still a 
mystery to some but all the signs were there way back in 
1990. 

“We have no further territorial ambitions,” the Vice Chan¬ 
cellor said after buying yet another block of flats in Ronde- 
bosch. “Our policy is consolidation.” 

And then in two lightning moves he took over a disused jail 
on the waterfront for the business school and a Green Point 
hotel for student accomodation. Add this to the Orange 
Street Campus, the sportsfield in Pinelands as well as the 
Upper, Lower, Middleand Medical Campus and it was clear 
that a new empire was being formed. 

A community campaign against the Technikon in District 
Six and the advent of a single ministry of education set the 
scene for the next dramatic ’putsch’ in which the Vice 
Chancellor took over the Technikon campus. 

Overnight the policy of consolidation became a new chal¬ 
lenge and so did the need for funds. In a brilliant move, the 
University annexed the stretch of De Waal Drive which 
bisects the main campus and erected toll gates. 

The City Council was furious. They sent the traffic police 
along to clear the road but found that the campus police 
had already dug themselves in. 

With the city roads in a state of chaos, the Town Clerk 
applied to the Supreme Court for an urgent interdict re¬ 
straining the University form closing De Waal Drive. 


Negotiation appeared to be the only possible solution. The 
Town Clerk, the Mayor and the executive committee were 
sent to see the Vice Chancellor. 

The historic compromise agreement set the tone for the 
future relationship between the City and the University. The 
terms of the agreement were: 

1. The toll gates would remain in place. 

2. The City would receive 20 percent of the toll fees (one 
percent of which would be paid into the Councillors’ pen¬ 
sion fund though this detail was mysteriously omitted from 
the official press statement). 

3. The University would award honorary doctorates to the 
Mayor and the Chairman of the Executive Committee. 

4. The Vice Chancellor was named a Freeman of the City. 

5. The Campus Police were given the right to march 
through the City with fixed bayonets. 

There was a sigh of relief as the traffic began flowing again 
but the University struck again. It annexed the Eastern 
Boulevard to merge it with its newly acquired Technikon 
campus and erected more tollgates. This time the City 
drove a hard bargain. They held out for and got 25 percent 
of the toll fees, but the University got a five percent reduc¬ 
tion in its rates and a discount on its electricity bill. 

The income was used to buy more and more property in 
the name of consolidation and then came the dramatic 
unilateral declaration of municipal independence. This was 
quickly followed by a merger with Pinelands and then 
Constantia. In the South the suburbs from Bergvliet down 
to Simonstown broke away from Cape Town in disgust to 
form a new municipality. 


The Court ruled in favour of the Town Clerk but the univer¬ 
sity refused to back down. 

There was an emergency meeting of the City Council and 
it soon became apparent that Councillors were sharply 
divided on sending in the police to enforce the court ruling. 

“Policemen on the campus will provoke a student upris¬ 
ing,” warned some councillors. “That’s the University’s 
problem,” said others. 

Then the Council was reminded that the University was now 
the City’s biggest single ratepayer and that the non-pay¬ 
ment of rates, service charges as well as electricity and 
water accounts had become a fashionable form of social 
protest. 


And so it went on until the old Council was nothing more 
than a club for pensioners, with the fate of the City and its 
people controlled by the intellectuals on Devils Peak. 

It was a thrilling and uplifting time: The public libraries were 
sanitised in an operation to remove from the shelves all 
works which glorified sexist behaviour, the suspicion of 
racism and colonialism. The thought police, a division of 
the social science faculty, were particularly severe on 
works of the Victorian period, the high point of oppressive 
colonialist activities. 

Allegedly romantic works depicting Victorian women as 
desireable objects and prolific breeders were swept from 
the shelves, and corrupting ideas advanced by prophets

Indeed it is hard to explain the allure of the 
popular new eatery, situated near platform 
5 of Cape Town’s Central Station. “It’s 
definitely not the prices,” admits one 
patron, after being charged (and forced at 
gunpoint to pay) R75.42 for a slice of bread. 
“Nor the service,” adds Clem Juane, who 
returned to Bambi’s every night for six 
months after his first visit. “They still haven’t 
brought my order.” Clem now waits in a pup 
tent under his table. This is not surprising 
as Jean-Thomas has done away with 
waiters and waitresses. “They always want 
to be paid and they bother my clients for 
tips” 

It is possible that the patrons(all very hip)are 
attracted by the restaurant’s refreshing un¬ 
predictability. Order a Chef’s surprise and 
Jean-Thomas will indeed surprise you with 
his display of martial arts which will leave 
you cold, literally! Ask for the ’soup de jour’ 
and you might receive some salty dish¬ 
water, a bowl of soggy flies, or a 10% sur¬ 
charge on your cheque, “to keep you on 
your toes.” 

Perhaps it is the lure of having a salad 
tossed in your face, or the experience of 
having a cake baked on your head (while 
you wait), that keeps the crowds flocking to 
“Bambi’s Bistro”. These are all the feasible 
explanations, however, Jean-Thomas has 
another theory: “I cater to the crustiest of 
the upper crust, very rich, very inbred, very 
stupid”. □

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B elow is a set of instructions on how to make a South African Transport Services cheese sandwich. The document 
was issued to railways catering staff as a “training standard” for would-be stewards. It appears in Ben Maclennon’s 
book, "Apartheid, the Lighter Side" and was originally drawn from the Cape Times. 

Jean-Thomas Flaceed, of the Bambi’s Bistro crits the SA Transport Services, and finds that despite his close proximity 
to that worldwide bastion of luxury, comfort and efficiency, and hence his very special and extraordinary relationship 
with it, it does not quite measure up to his standards or compare favourably with his cost-cutting, time saving and health 
conscious (and self-devised, of course) methods of preparing the ever famous, ever fabulous, ever delicious gourmet 
style CHEESE SANDWICH! 

He finds that despite their unquestionable reputation, they have, in quite disastrous fashion, omitted certain crucial 
pieces (titbits, really) of information. This has lead to mindblowing confusion throughout the cordon bleu world, with 
the consequence that the age Old tradition of Transport Services Cheese Sandwich making has been grossly disfigured, 
disembowelled and dismembered, (something which Jean-Thomas Flaceed is especially worried about)! 

Here follows the document of instructions (in boldface) with Flaceed’s crits in normal print: 


1. After hands are washed, dry hands properly with 
towels for this purpose. 

Poor move: grit, bacteria and dirt (plus crusty sweat 
sediments) add flavour to a good cheese- (consult 
Platter’s Cheese Guide - 1537th edition). (This renders the 
towel superfluous). 

2. Take loaf and place loaf on clean breadboard with 
top-crust towards you. 

Nice touch! 

3. Look and make sure the bread is fresh and suitable 
for the making of sandwiches. 

The guide fails to mention that one should, besides merely 
looking, also touch, taste, smell and listen to see if the 
bread is suitable. 

4. Hold the wooden handle of the breadknife in the hand 
normally used for work, left or right, and keep the 
cutting edge of the knife downwards. With the other 
hand, hold the loaf firmly in the middle, to avoid cutting 
the hand. 

It is here that the guide commits its first act of sacrilege. 
The bread should be held between the knees. The knife 
should not be held by the wooden handle, but rather tightly 
between the teeth by the freshly sharpened blade. 

5. Place the cutting edge of the breadknife on top of the 
loaf and with even movements to and fro, accompanied 
by pressure on the breadknife, cut off about 5mm of 
crust. 

Bread should then be sliced using the appropriate to and 
fro movements. The correct crust size to be sliced off is, in 
fact, (according to Platter) 5.3678999 recurring millimetres. 


6. After crust has been cut off, place breadknife 10mm 
back from the side where the crust was cut off, and 
repeat movements to and fro with pressure on the 
breadknife until you have cut right through the loaf. 

At this point the loaf, should be discarded owing to the 
excessive amount of fresh gushing blood pouring onto it. 
A new loaf should be taken out and prepared. 

Step No 7 has been totally omitted. It can therefore not be 
criticised in any way. 

8. Place the loaf back in a clean spot in the working area, 
and clean the breadboard of superfluous crumbs. 

Superfluous crumbs, being by their very nature, 
superfluous, and hence unnecessary, unwanted and 
unneeded, should therefore be retained as an integral part 
of this very superfluous set of instructions. 

9. The two 10mm-thick slices of bread are now ready to 
be laid side by side flat on the breadboard. 

The 2x10,011 (according to Platter) millimetre thick slices 
of bread are only ready when they say so, or alternately 
when their shrink says so. 

10. Take the butter-knife and the 8gm portion of butter, 
remove the covering from the butter, and place the 
butter on one slice of bread of 10mm. 

Yet another superfluous line. Butter merely makes a 
sandwich tasty and prevents drying out. Unfortunately this 
is totally unacceptable. 


Continued. 
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11. Halve the 8gm portion of butter and use the butter- 
knife to place a 4gm portion on each slice of bread. 

No comment! (see 10) 

12. Use the butterknife to spread equally thick on both 
slices of bread, with the flat side of the butterknife. 

No comment! (see 10) 

13. After the butter has been spread equally thickly on 
both slices of bread, take the 25gm of grated cheese 
and scatter it equally thickly on one slice of bread. 

Cheese should never be scattered equally- it is not the 
vogue. Come to think of it, cheese should never be used. 
It is far too conducive to eliciting comments from custo¬ 
mers such as “nourishing” or “very tasty”. 


15. Now press the slices of bread lightly together and 
cut diagonally to produce four triangular portions of 
sandwich. 

Never press lightly. Steam Rollers are available at discount 
prices to all gourmet chefs. Little kids like their sandwiches 
sliced into the shape of the Teenage Mutant Sandwich 
Turtles, or alternatively place an avocado pear and the 
freshly prepared sandwich together in a blender and serve. 

16. The sandwich is now ready and the working area 
can be cleaned. Remaining ingredients can now be put 
back in their respective storage places. 

This is the manual’s biggest mistake. They have it the 
wrong way round: Rather serve the customer the ingre¬ 
dients and eat the sandwich yourself! 


14. After the grated cheese has completely covered one 
slice of bread of 10mm, take the other slice of bread 
and place it on the scattered cheese with the butter 
facing downwards. 

Once you’ve used whatever you’ve used, (last weeks left¬ 
over sardine and condensed milk concoction is recom¬ 
mended by Platter), then fit the two slices together. 


T he list of materials and implements necessary for the 
operation - including a breadboard “ which is clean on 
both sides, hygienic and without cracks” - brought the 
sandwich manual to a length of three pages!

“The trouble with South Africa,” said Wilbur E Cataract Jnr, 
93-year-old Fish Hoek Bureau Chief of the National

“Lower slopes only interest me when their inhabitants fall 
victim to catastrophic disasters from above,” replied Wil¬ 
bur, “As far as I can see, the inhabitants of the lower slopes 
of Devil’s Peak are quite capable of creating their own 
disasters without help from any natural agency.” 

I had to hand it to the old boy, he knew his stuff. 

“But why does it have to be volcanoes?” I persisted. ‘What 
about THE HOLE - BIGGEST THING IN KIMBERLEY? 
or DE HOOP’S HOPES TO PUT VAN DER MERWE IN 
SPACE? It would be right down Catastrophic readers’ 
alley.” 

“Catastrophic readers like going down only one thing, and 
that’s craters,” said Wilbur. “Our last issue was a sell-out 
because of volcanoes. It featured the Mexican eruption 
EL CHICHON SPEWS DEATH AND DEVASTATION.

“Unfortunately South Africa hasn’t had anything like that 
lately,” I said.

“Not if volcanoes don’t come into it,” said Wilbur. “Another 
item we had in our last issue was BURIED ROMAN TOWN 
GIVES UP ITS DEAD.” 

“No doubt it was on the slopes of Vesuvius,” I said. 

“We thought Vesuvius, St Helens and El Chichon provided 
a nice intercontinental mix,” said Wilbur. 

“But surely there will be items in the 1991 issue besides 
volcanoes?” 

“Not from the Fish Hoek Bureau there won’t be. This is 
one place where we don’t allow the present to deviate from 
the past." 

“Why does the Fish Hoek Bureau concentrate on vol¬ 
canoes? Fish Hoek never had a volcano.” 

‘That’s why we like reading about them,” said Wilbur, “it 
makes us all realise how lucky we are. We felt the Tulbagh 
Earthquake more than 20 years ago, and that was enough. 
Many of our residents did not survive the shock of being 
shaken.” 

1 can do you a piece on earthquakes,” I cried. “RIPPLE 
EFFECTS OF 1969 EARTHQUAKE STILL FELT - FISH 
HOEK SHUDDERS AT THE THOUGHT." 

“They want to read about volcanoes or nothing at all,” said 
Wilbur. ‘They aren’t happy unless things go up in smoke.” 

“Maybe they still will,” I said. “Maybe the whole world will 
go up in smoke, but it will be too late for the 1991 issue’s 
deadline. The most exciting thing down your way is still 
CAMPFIRE UNDER THE OVERHANG - THE PREHIS¬ 
TORY OF PEERS CAVE.” 

“That’s better than nothing,” said Wilbur, “until Elsies Peak 
erupts.” □

SHAWCO stands firm in our adherence to the principles of 
progressive welfare. Gone are the days of patronising 
handouts-these perpetuate dependence and obviate any 
form of accountability. SHAWCO is currently striving to 
involve the oppressed communities at all levels. It is in 
consultation that needs are defined, projects planned and 
evaluated. Our long term goal is to hand these projects 
over completely to the community so that they may be run 
and developed independently. 

New students bring new, challenging ideas. Without your 
support, SHAWCO could not sustain its growth and 
services, and transform these ideas and ideals into reality.

DORAWYNCHANK 
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S HAWCO is the UCT Student’s Health and Welfare Cen¬ 
tres Organisation. With a present annual budget of 
R2,5 million, a permanent staff of about 80, and an involve¬ 
ment of about 1000 students on various levels of the 
Organisation, SHAWCO is the biggest student-run welfare 
organisation of its kind in the world. 



SHAWCO was initiated in 1943 by a small group of medical 
students who saw a desperate need for health facilities in 
the burgeoning squatter communities in Windermere (now 
Kensington), an area in the Cape Flats that had seen a huge 
influx of people during the 2nd World War employment 
boom, but whose growth had by no means been matched 
by proportional or adequate medical services. The only 
funding attained by the first students for their project, to be 
run on a weekly basis, was R100 worth of drugs, given by 
the City Hospital. Only eight patients showed up at the first 
clinic, held by the students in a local school. Today SHAW- 
CO’s services have extended beyond health-based ser¬ 
vices alone, and, through various projects, into the broader 
spheres of education and welfare as well. SHAWCO’s 
services operated today from eight different, self-built com¬ 
munity centres in various deprived areas in the greater 
Cape Town area. 


HEALTH 

SHAWCO faces problems arising from conditions frighte¬ 
ningly similar to those faced by the first students in the ’40s 
and ’50s. Poor housing, inadequate sanitation and refuse 
disposal, inferior education, low wages and inadequate 
health facilities, are all, to an extent, products of Apartheid 
legislation over the last 40 years in particular. In light of 
this, SHAWCO’s staff and the student Health Management 
Committee are committed to steering away from paternal¬ 
istic, “hand-out”-based welfare wherever reasonably 
possible, and aiming instead towards “community em¬ 
powerment”. If this is to be attained, comprehensive care 
is vital - preventative, promotive, curative, rehabilitative and 
educative services should be integrated if they are to have 
a useful impact on the health status of the communities in 



which SHAWCO works. This is an ambitious, wide-angled 
ideal, towards which in all likelihood, SHAWCO will be 
working for some time. 



More tangible statistics are also usefuL.1989 figures (the 
most recent as yet unavailable) reveal that SHAWCO’s 
mobile clinics, run by medical students two to three times 
a week, serviced over 5500 patients. Apart from this, over 
2000 people were treated for malnutrition. SHAWCO’s 17 
permanent Social Workers saw over 17 000 people need¬ 
ing help with social problems ranging widely from alcohol¬ 
ism to family planning. Child neglect and abuse are 
particularly bad and prevalent problems, arising out of a 
wider background of high crime and divorce rates, family 
upheavals and non-support. As in the rest of SHAWCO, 
the services concerning various aspects of health are 
ever-expanding, and are increasingly more strongly sup¬ 
ported by the communities in which they operate. 
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SHAWCO 



EDUCATION AND WELFARE 


SHAWCO’s main education program over the past number 
of years involved approximately 200 students in weekly 
tutoring schemes, operating in adult night schools and 
high schools, in the deprived areas of Khayelitsha, Langa 
and Kensington. The section must operate in the frustrat¬ 
ing context of the overwhelming education crisis in South 
Africa: chronic overcrowding in schools, shortages of 
books, equipment and teachers are common problems 
faced by pupils in these areas. 

In 1991, SHAWCO’s Education Committee will be institut¬ 
ing a new program aimed at providing improved, compre¬ 
hensive, supplementary education to disadvantaged 
high-school scholars. Dubbed ’STEP’ (SHAWCO Tutorial 
Education Program), the program will involve centralising 
the weekly teaching schemes into one weekly Saturday 
program on the UCT campus itself. SHAWCO’s STEP 
program will initially involve about 750 scholars in tutorials 
that supplement the school syllabus, but which will also 
provide cultural enrichment in the form of music and drama 
programs. Extra-curricular schemes such as sex educa¬ 
tion courses will also b^ run. In the broader sphere of 
welfare SHAWCO operates a number of schemes, ranging 
from those which benefit Cape Town’s disadvantaged 
children, to those that provide services to the elderly. 

Through the Education and Welfare Committee’s Masi- 
zame Preschool Section (meaning “let us try together for 
something beautiful”), close contact is maintained with and 
support is given to many pre-schools initiated by the local 
communities in the squatter settlements of KTC, Nyanga 
and Khayelitsha. SHAWCO has long-standing links with 
the Union of Jewish Women which runs and administers 


four different 
creches at various 
SHAWCO centres, 
thus enabling a total 
of more than 500 
children to receive 
quality pre-school 
education which 
would otherwise 
have been unavail¬ 
able. In addition to 
these services, a 
supportive nutri¬ 
tional .meal of milk 
and peanut butter 
sandwiches is dis¬ 
tributed to over two 
thousand pre-school 
children per day. 

At primary school 
level, SHAWCO acts as an agent for the Peninsula Schools 
Feeding Association, of which it was a founder member, 
and prepares/delivers more than 4000 litres of soup and 
bread to thirty primary schools on a daily basis. 
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SHAWCO’s role in support of senior citizens is highly 
regarded in the Cape Peninsula. More than 500 senior 
citizens regularly attend daily programs run by the SHAW- 
CO service centres. SHAWCO is also equipped to under¬ 
take psychological and therapeutic programs amongst 
stroke patients, through handiwork, exercise routines and 
recreational and social activities. All who attend SHAW¬ 
CO’s daily senior citizen programs are able to receive a 
nutritional lunchtime meal, also on a daily basis. 


In conclusion, SHAWCO continues to develop and grow 
with its solid background of nearly 50 years of welfare work, 
but also against the wider and unstable background of 
political development in South Africa. Whilst SHAWCO 
strives to be a progressive welfare organisation in the sense 
that it believes valid and lasting transformation can only be 
carried out with people and not for them, it must continue 
in some ways to attempt to alleviate life-threatening inade¬ 
quacies, in the communities in which it works, on a more 
short-term basis. 


Thus, SHAWCO believes that challenging 
political causes of oppression are an im¬ 
portant component of effecting develop¬ 
ment; it recognises at the same time an 
urgent need for simultaneous relief pro¬ 
grams run in the shorter-term. Staff and 
students alike, find working in SHAWCO a 
humbling experience. Always challeng¬ 
ing, often frustrating, work in SHAWCO for 
both staff and student volunteers, can 
never fail to be a truly valuable learning 
experience. O 


RAG 


UCT Rag (standing for Remember And Give) is SHAWCO’s 
student fund-raising arm; Rag endeavours annually to 
raise the funds desperately needed to maintain SHAWCO’s 
current projects, as well as the funds needed for its increas¬ 
ing expansion. Despite an increasingly tight economy in 
South Africa, UCT Rag has grown considerably in the latter 
’80s. In 1990, Rag raised a net profit of R930 000.00 for 
SHAWCO, through a wide variety of over 40 portfolios, 
including such events as the well-known annual Float pro¬ 
cession and the sale of its Rag magazine.

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THE GREAT NATIONAL CATASTROPHIC EXPEDITION IN SEARCH OF THE SWEET, RARE 
WINES OF THE NOUPOOORT REGION

Many will question our decision to travel the arid waste¬ 
lands of Laingsberg and the thirstlands of Beaufort West, 
north to Richmond and on to the tiny mountain enclave of 
Noupoort (originally named Naauwpoort by early Dutch 
explorers, who couldn’t spell) to sample the rare wines of 
the area. 


kilometres of mountain territory, there would be not a single 
barmaid or barman. 

Not even a married one. 

Undaunted, we determined to press on. 


It was foolhardy, they will say, to expose oneself to such 
hazards in the pursuit of a vague promise of free drink. 

But true exploration does not allow itself to be daunted by 
mere danger. We had heard of the isolated vineyards of 
the Noupoort Mountains and were determined to discover 
whethertheydid, in fact, 


That final push took us more than 30 gruelling, heart-stop¬ 
ping minutes to complete. Along the route we en¬ 
countered traces of earlier expeditions — empty beer cans, 
abandoned wine bottles and even an abandoned donkey, 
so riddled with apathy that it was unable even to raise its 
head in reply to our hooted greeting. 


exist, or were merely the 
product of thirst-warped 
imaginations. 

Many travellers have 
perished in this desert 
fastness, and ar¬ 
cheologists have dis¬ 
covered skeletons of 
earlier explorers, 
bleached by the hot 
Karoo sun and still 
clutching the rusting 
remains of Castle Lager 
cans. It’s hell out there. 

Shunning the direct 
route from Noupoort to 
the winelands of the area, because there’s a ruddy great 
mountain in the way, we chose the tortuous track though 
Pampoenpoort Pass, hardly used, save for the tough little 
farm bakkies (called ’Isuzus’ in the local patois) picking 
their way to the trading stores for supplies of Castle beer, 
Perrier water and other basic essentials to support their 
simple lifestyles. 



At last, as the golden 
Karoo sun set behind 
the jagged peaks of the 
Kikforsberg, our ex¬ 
pedition reached its 
goal — the fabled 
winelands of Noupoort. 


After an exhausted 
night’s sleep we were at 
last taken to view the 
precious glass storage 
tanks of which we had 
heard so much. Each of 
these vast rectangular 
tanks, containing no 
less than five litres of liq¬ 
uid, is engraved with the 
curious legend: “First National Batteries - two volts.” 
Here the maturing wine is allowed to sleep for countless 
ages - sometimes as long as six or seven months - 
before it is allowed into the dusty hands and throats of local 
connoisseurs. 

So the rare wine of Noupoort really does exist! 


No expedition of this nature can succeed without careful 
preparation. We had sent advance parties ahead to ar¬ 
range supply bases at Hanover, Richmond and Noupoort, 
and were able to stock up with much needed medical 
supplies to guard against dehydration, the scourge of this 
inhospitable area. 

But from Noupoort we were to be on our own, completely 
cut off from civilisation. From here, for 40 merciless 


Winemaker Norman Biggs — a veteran of more then eighty 
vintages — divulged some of the secrets of his golden 
nectar to us. 

“The main thing is to stop the baboons from eating the 
grapes,” he explained. “Then, if you have managed to 
rescue any bunches, you put them in the wife’s mincer to 
get the juice out. We tried stamping the grapes with our 
feet, like they do in the Cape, but it made our socks very 
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sticky and this attracted the flies. I suppose you Cape 
people don’t wear socks very much, but we are modern 
chaps up here in the mountains. 

“The juice is allowed to go vrot in the glass jars, and we 
use these traditional plywood lids to keep the flies out. The 
lids are fixed to the jars in the age-old manner, with contact 
adhesive. 

“Of course, there are trade secrets, like how to keep the 
contact adhesive out of the juice. 


“That’s such a precious secret that not even we have 
discovered it. Still, the glue adds an interesting flavour.” 

Later, as the golden Karoo sun sets over the jagged peaks 
of a passing sheep, we were able to sample this mysterious 
liquid. 

The verdict? 

“Sies! Pass the Castle.” □

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THE STUPIDITY OF APARTHEID 

"A new bus apartheid system of seating will come 
into force on some Peninsula routes on Monday. In 
the new system the front four rows of seats and the 
longitudinal seats over the off-side wheel in the lower 
saloon are reserved for Europeans, and the long 
seats over the near-side wheel for non-Europeans.

E nglish is the most widely used language in the history 
of our planet. One in every seven human beings can 
speak it. More than half the world’s books and three-quar¬ 
ters of international postal items are in English. Of all the 
languages English has the largest vocabulary-perhaps as 
many as two million words-and one of the noblest bodies 
of literature. 

Nonetheless, let’s face it: English is a crazy language. 
There is no egg in eggplant, neither pine nor apple in 
pineapple and no ham in a hamburger. English muffins 
weren’t invented in England or french fries in France. 
Sweetmeats are sweets, while sweetbreads, which aren’t 
sweet, are meat. We take English for granted. But when we 
explore its paradoxes, we find that quicksand can work 
slowly, boxing rings are square, and a guinea pig is neither 
a pig nor from Guinea. 


Sometimes I wonder if all English speakers should be 
committed to an asylum for the verbally insane. In what 
other language do people recite at a play and play at a 
recital? Ship by truck and send cargo by ship? Have noses 
that run and feet that smell? 

How can a slim chance and a fat chance be the same, while 
a wise man and a wise guy are opposites? How can 
overlook and oversee be opposites, while quite a lot and 
quite a few are alike? How can the weather be hot as hell 
one day and cold as hell the next? 

Did you ever notice that we talk about certain things only 
when they are absent? Have you ever seen a horseful 
carriage or a strapful gown, met a sung hero or experi¬ 
enced requited love? Have you ever run into someone who 
was gruntled, ruly or peccable? 


And why is it that a writer writes, but fingers don’t fing, 
grocers don’t grace and hammers don’t ham? If the plural 
of tooth is teeth, shouldn’t the plural of booth be beeth? 
One goose, two geese-so one moose, two meese? One 
index, two indices-one Kleenex, two Kleenices? 

Doesn’t it seem crazy that you can make amends but not 
just one amend, that you comb through the annals of 
history but not just one annal? If you have a bunch of odds 
and ends and you get rid of all but one, what do you call 
it? 

If the teacher taught, why isn’t it true that the preacher 
praught? If a horsehair mat is made from the hair of horses 
and a cameihair coat from the hair of camels, from what is 
a mohair coat made? If a vegetarian eats vegetables, what 
does a humanitarian eat? If you wrote a letter, perhaps you 
also bote you tongue? 


And where are the people who are spring chickens or who 
actually would hurt a fly? I meet individuals who can cut 
the mustard and whom I would touch with a bargepole, 
but I cannot talk about them in English. 

You have to marvel at the unique lunacy of a language in 
which your house can burn up as it burns down, in which 
you fill in a form by filling it out and in which your alarm 
clock goes off by going on. 

English was invented by people, not computers, and it 
relects the creativity of the human race (which, of course, 
isn’t really a race at all). That is why, when stars are out they 
are visible, but when the lights are out they are invisible. 
And why, when I wind up my watch I start it, but when I 
wind up this essay I end it. □
